Remember, when you _ pluck 
your eyebrows, you leave a tiny 
gaping wound where each hair is 
removed. The tissues immediately 
Surrounding them swell slightly 
and may even become infected if 
you are careless. Go over the 
areas both before and after re- 
moving the hairs with pure grain 
alcohol or some ‘other antiseptic 
and do rot remove the hairs in 
wholesale lots!
